AUDITOR'S REPORT 


Board of Selectmen 
Town of Windham 
Windham, New Hampshire 03087 April 15, 1986 


Members of the Board: 


We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and account groups of the 
Town of Windham, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 1985 and have issued our 
report thereon, dated April 15, 1986. As part of our examination, we reviewed and tested the 
Town's system of internal accounting control to the extent we considered necessary to 
evaluate the system as required by generally accepted auditing standards. Under these 
standards, the purpose of such evaluation is to establish a basis for reliance thereon in 
determining the nature, timing, and extent of other such auditing procedures that are 
necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements. 


The objective of internal accounting control is to provide reasonable, but not absolute, 
assurance as to the safeguarding of assets against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, 
and the reliability of financial records for preparing financial statements and maintaining 
accountability for assets. The concept of reasonable assurance recognizes that the cost of a 
system of internal accounting control should not exceed the benefits derived and also 
recognizes that the evaluation of these factors necessarily requires estimates and judgment by 
management. 


There are inherent limitations that should be recognized in considering the potential 
effectiveness of any system of internal accounting control. In the performance of most control 
procedures, errors can result from misunderstanding of instructions, mistakes of judgment, 
carelessness, or other personal factors. Control procedures whose effectiveness depends 
upon segregation of duties can be circumvented by collusion. Similarly, control procedures 
can be circumvented intentionally by management with respect to the estimates and 
judgments required in the preparation of financial statements. Further, projection of any 
evaluation of internal accounting control to future periods is subject to the risk that the 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions and that the degree of 
compliance with procedures may deteriorate. 


Such study and evaluation disclosed the following conditions that we believe to be material 
weaknesses. 


DEVELOPER'S PERFORMANCE BONDS 
LETTERS OF CREDIT 


Our previous examinations disclosed that the Planning Board had accepted irrevocable 
letters of creditas performance bonds for road construction. We have previously expressed our 
concerns about this practice. Our current examination disclosed that no such letters of credit 
were accepted during the year. 


However, we noted that several letters of credit accepted in prior years have expired and have 
yet to be replaced or renewed. We recommend that appropriate action be taken in order to 
protect the Town’s interests. 


We again recommend that the Town adopt formal procedures to follow up on letters of credit 
previously accepted from developers. In light of the level of growth the Town is currently 
experiencing, the Planning Board should, as a matter of policy, accept only cash or escrow 
agreements as performance bonds. 
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MORTGAGE DEEDS 


Our previous report questioned the statutory authority for the Town to have accepted 
warranty deeds as performance bonds in previous years. We expressed concern over the 
apparent vulnerability of the Town in the event of default by the developer. 


Our current examination disclosed that all such mortgage deeds have been replaced by cash 
bonds or have been released to the developer. 


TAX COLLECTOR’S DISBURSEMENTS 


Our current examination disclosed that several refunds for errors and overpayments were 
made directly to taxpayers and mortgage companies, which is contrary to state law and good 
business practices. 


While we recognize that the amounts disbursed were not material, itis important to recognize 
that good business practices and internal accounting controls dictate that the person who 
receives funds should not also disburse funds. 


We again suggest that the Tax Collector consider closing out her bank accounts and make 
deposits directly to the Treasurer's account or transfer this account into the name of the 
Treasurer and restrict signature authority to the Treasurer. 


PURCHASE ORDERS 


Our examination disclosed that Town Officials are adhering to their policy relative to the 
issuance of purchase orders. However copies of completed purchase orders are not filed with 
the vendor invoices. 


We recommend that a copy of the purchase order be attached to the vendor invoice and filed 
as a complete package”. This procedure assembles all pertinent documents related to an 
expenditure in the same location. 


OTHER 


The recommendations on administrative and operational matters not directly related to 
internal accounting control, as listed below, were developed from our observation of the 
Town’s operations during our examination. They are not a result of a special study. 


USE OF COMPUTER 


Our previous commentary letter discussed the potential uses and resulting benefits of the 
micro-computer located in the Town Hall. We feel that there are many potential applicationsin 
the day to day operations of the Town. 


The selectmen’s office could use word processing capabilities as well as other spreadsheet 
applications using the "Lotus 123” software currently owned by the Town. The benefits could 
be realized in little time as one of the office employees is well versed in the use of such 
computers. 


We recommend that the Town make the effort to maximize their investment in the computer 
by considering the above applications and investigating other potential uses.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1986 was a year of change for the Board of Selectmen. The new members of the Board have 
been through an extensive learning process. 


1986 was a year of continued growth for the Town. Single family and condominium 
construction, as well as commercial development, is readily apparent. New roads, new 
buildings and new residents have all resulted in an increased demand for services from all 
Town departments. The most notable result was Town Meeting authorization for the hiring of 
three additional employees in both the Police and Fire Departments. 


A review of the past year’s Board of Selectmen meeting minutes shows that a large amount of 
effort was put into dealing with legal issues. Other reoccurring issues were the parking and 
access on Hayes Hart Road boat ramp and personnel policy changes. 


Many issues need to be resolved in the year ahead. The position of an Administrative 
Assistant to the Selectmen will come before the Town Meeting. Such a person is needed to deal 
with day to day issues that come up at Town Hall, coordinate personnel policies, monitor 
purchasing and budgets, research issues for Board meetings and facilitate inter-departmental 
communication. Part-time Selectmen, especially those working at other demanding full-time 
jobs, simply do not have the time available to do research, attend daytime meetings and be 
present at Town Hall to deal with minor problems. If such assistance were available, more 
residents might be willing to come forward to serve on the Board and give the Town the benefits 
of their knowledge and experience. 


The issue of equitable pay and benefits for Town employees also needs to be addressed. An 
in-depth study of pay and classification of employees, performance standards, advancement 
opportunities and organizational set-up should be a high priority. This could aid in motivating 
employees to their optimal performance, as well as protecting the investment the Town makes 
in recruiting and training skilled employees. 


A State mandated Hydrogeological Study of the Solid Waste Disposal Area is scheduled for 
1987. Information gained from this will help in making plans for future disposal needs. The 
present disposal facility is working above scheduled capacity. 


The vote by Police and Dispatch personnel to form a union means the Town will enter into 
contract negotiations for the first time. 


Road reconstruction is needed in numerous places. The completion of the Londonderry 
Road repairs, as well as work on Searles and Armstrong Roads is scheduled for 1987. 


Increased traffic flow in Town, particularly on Route 111, is a cause for concern. The 
Selectmen and Highway Safety Committee have requested assistance from the State in 
devising a solution to the problems, urgently requesting traffic lights at Rte 111/Lowell and 
Hardwood Roads intersection near Center School. 


To the employees and volunteers who give of their time and talents, we extend our thanks. 
Your help is vital to the continued progress, prosperity and personality of our Town. To those 
who might consider volunteering for boards and committees in Town, we urge you to do so. 
YOU CAN make a difference!

We hope that we can reduce these numbers even 
more during 1987. 


The Police Department is going through a phase of reorganizing and restructuring, and we 
hope to be able to better serve the residents’ needs with this restructuring process. 


Through the years, we have encouraged citizen involvement in the protection of the 


community and, as always, encourage citizens to calland report suspicious activities. With this 
help, the police function becomes much more efficient, and many crimes may be thwarted.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


With our town’s rapid growth, the year 1986 continued to be busy for the Fire Department. We 
had a substantial increase in calls. This year we added a ladder truck and a new 1,000 gallon 
pumper fire engine, replacing the 21 year old pumper. They have already proven their worth. 


Also, completely through donations of $16,400.00 from Alexander Eastman Foundation, 
Parkland Medical Center, Windham Lions Club, and Salem Women’s Alliance, we have 
received two defibrillators, one for each of our ambulances. These defibrillators and the 
training of the personnel in their use will be a great step in improving emergency medical 
services to the citizens of our community. They will be in service by this spring. 


We have continued to maintain a high standard of fire protection and emergency medical 
services for all. Our efforts, no matter how great, need the support and cooperation of the 
people of Windham. This year, | recommend we purchase a new ambulance to replace the one 
which is thirteen years old. Since 1984, we have collected a total of $35,991.00 in ambulance 
fees which went into the General Fund. 


In wish to thank the citizens for their support throughout the year and my thanks to all the 
firefighters for doing a commendable job.

Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than normal. The two leading 
causes of forest fires were again children and fires kindled without written permission of a 
Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Contact your 
Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State Forestry 
officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is 
needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be violated, 
call your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax payment starting April 1, 
1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact 
your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

AMENDMENT #1. Toamend Section VI-!, Aquifer Protection District, to read as follows: 
AQUIFER PROTECTION DISTRICT 
1.4. AUTHORITY AND PURPOSE 


Pursuant to RSA 674:16 and 21, the Town of Windham adopts an Aquifer Protection 
District and accompanying regulations in order to protect, preserve, and maintain potential 
groundwater supplies and related groundwater recharge areas within known aquifers 
identified by the Town. The objectives of the aquifer protection district are: 


-- to protect the public health and general welfare of the citizens of 
Windham. 


-- to prevent development and land use practices that would contaminate 
or reduce the recharge to the identified aquifers. 


-- to assure the availability of public and private water supplies for future 
growth of the Town in accordance with the Master Plan. 


-- to encourage uses that can appropriately and safely be located in the 
aquifer recharge areas. 


1.2. DEFINITIONS 


Animal Feedlot - A commercial agricultural establishment consisting of confined feeding 
areas and related structures used for the raising of livestock. An animal feediot shall be 
considered one on which more than five (5) animals are raised simultaneously. 


Aquifer: For the purpose of this Section, aquifer means an unconsolidated geologic 
formation, group of formations, or part of a formation that is capable of yielding quantities of 
groundwater usable for municipal or private water supplies. 


Dwelling Unit: A building or that portion of a building consisting of one or more rooms 
designed for living and sleeping purposes, including kitchen and sanitary facilities and 
intended for occupancy by not more than one family or household. 


Groundwater: All the water below the land surface in the zone of saturation or in rock 
fractures capable of yielding water to a well. 


Groundwater Recharge: The infiltration of precipitation through surface soil materials into 
groundwater. Recharge may also occur from surface waters, including lakes, streams, and 
wetlands. 


Leachable Wastes: Waste materials, including solid wastes, sludge and agricultural wastes 
that are capable of releasing contaminants to the surrounding environment. 


Minimum Lot Size: See definition in Windham Zoning Ordinance, Notes for Table, No. 1. 


Mining of Land: The removal of geologic materials such as topsoil, sand and gravel, 
metallic ores, or bedrock to be crushed or used as building stone. 


Non-Conforming Use: Any lawful use of buildings, structures, premises, land or parts 
thereof existing as of the effective date of this Section, or amendment thereto, and not in 
conformance with the provisions of this Section, shall be considered to be a non-conforming 
use. 


Non-Municipal Well: Any well not owned and operated by the Town of Windham or its 
agent. 


Recharge Area: The land surface area from which groundwater recharge occurs. 
Sludge: Residual materials produced by the sewage treatment process. 


Solid Waste: Any discarded or abandoned material including refuse, putrescible material, 
septage, or sludge, as defined by New Hampshire Solid Waste Rules He-p 1901.03. Solid waste 
includes solid, liquid, semi-solid, or gaseous waste material resulting from residential, 
industrial, commercial, mining, and agricultural operations and from community activities. 


Structure: Anything constructed or erected, except a boundary wall or fence, the use of 
which requires location on the ground or attachment to something on the ground. For the 
purposes of this Section, buildings are structures. 


Toxic or Hazardous Materials: Any substance or mixture of such physical, chemical, or 
infectious characteristics as to pose a significant, actual or potential hazard to water supplies, 
or other hazard to human health, if such a substance or mixture were discharged to land or 
waters of this Town. Toxic or hazardous materials include, without limitation, volatile organic 
chemicals, petroleum products, heavy metals, radioactive or infectious wastes, acids and 
alkalies, and include products such as pesticides, herbicides, solvents and thinners, and such 


other substances as defined in New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control rules, 
Section WS 410.04 (1), in New Hampshire Solid Waste Rules HE-p 1901.03 (v), andin the Code 
of Federal Regulations 40 CFR 261; or as amended. Wastes generated by the following 
commercial activities are presumed to be toxic or hazardous, unless and except to the extent 
that any one engaging in such an activity can demonstrate the contrary to the satisfaction of the 
Planning Board. 


- Airplane, boat and motor vehicle service and repair; 
- Chemical and bacteriological lab operation; 

- Dry cleaning; 

- Electronic circuit manufacturing; 

- Metal plating, finishing and polishing; 

- Motor and machinery service and assembly; 

- Painting, wood preserving and furniture stripping;: 
- Pesticide and herbicide application; 

- Photographic processing; 

- Printing. 


1.3. DISTRICT BOUNDARIES: 
a. Location 


The extent of the Aquifer Protection District shall be shown on the 
Aquifer Protection District Map and shall be the outer most edge of the 
surficial extent of all aquifer deposits presently designated as stratified 
drift as supported by information derived from the Hydrologic 
Investigations Atlas HA-277, "Groundwater Resources of the Lower 
Merrimack River Valley, South Central N.H.”, James M. Weigle, 1968. 
This map is to be used in conjunction with the tax map and/or other 
maps of the Town as an overlay district. 


See source Appendix A at the end of this Section which lists all 
technical data and studies used in mapping. Information from future 
groundwater studies and well drilling records may be added to the 
Aquifer Protection District map and Source Appendix A as they 
become available. 


b. Recharge Areas 


The direct recharge area for the identified aquifer is considered to 
be co-terminus with that aquifer. The indirect recharge areas are those 
areas that contribute to ground water recharge of the aquifers from 
outside the aquifer boundaries. 


When development is proposed in indirect recharge areas which 
are tributary to the Aquifer Protection District, such as areas including 
a tributary stream, or on slopes adjacent to the Aquifer Protection 
District, the Planning Board may hire, at the developer's expense, a 
qualified hydrogeologist to assess the potential impact on ground 
water quality and recharge rates of the aquifer from such development. 


c. Appeals 


Where the bounds of the identified aquifer or recharge area, as 
delineated, are in doubt orin dispute, any landowner aggrieved by such 
delineation may appeal the boundary location in writing to the 
Planning Board. Upon receipt of such appeal, the Planning Board shall 
engage, at the landowner’s expense and request, a qualified ground 
water consultant to conduct an investigation and prepare a report 
determining the proper location and extent of the aquifer and recharge 


area relative to the property in question. This report shall include but 
not be limited to: 


1. A detailed topographic layout of the subdivision and/or area to be 
developed, prepared by a registered land surveyor. 


2. Arevised soils map of the subdivision and/or area prepared by asoils 
scientist qualified in hydrologic studies including a written report of his 
on-site field inspection and test boring data. 


3. The aquifer boundary as shown on the Aquifer Protection District Map 
shall be overlaid on the plat and the newly proposed boundary location 
shall be indicated on the same plat by a broken line. 


4. Any additional mapping, hydrogeologic reports or information which 
becomes available as a result of recent or on-going scientific 
investigation of the location and extent of aquifers, performed by the 
U.S. Geological Survey, NH State agencies or boards, or the Town of 
Windham or the agents of any of the above. 


The Planning Board may, based upon the findings of Section |.3.c. 1-4 above, adjust the 
boundary or area designation of the Aquifer Protection District or reduce or expand the area so 
designated so as to more correctly define the location and extent of the aquifer on a site- 
specific, case-by-case basis. 


The Planning Board shall reserve the right to withhold action on such plat pending the 
results of an on-site and/or other investigation by that Board or its appointed agent and shall 
act to approve or disapprove the final plat within 90 days of the submission or such further time 
as deemed necessary and as provided for by NH State statute. 


1.4. USE REGULATIONS 


The Aquifer Protection District is a zoning overlay district which imposes additional 
requirements and restrictions to those of the underlying, base district zoning. In all cases, the 
more restrictive requirement(s) and permitted uses shall apply. 


a. Permitted Uses 


The following activities may be permitted provided they are conducted in accordance with 
the purposes and intent of this Section: 


1. Single and multi-family residential development at densities permitted in the 
underlying district if serviced by town water and sewer systems, otherwise at fifty 
(50) percent of the density of the underlying district (i.e., double the acreage 
requirement of the underlying district). This development shall also comply with 
the provisions of Sections 1|.5.a.2 and 1.5.a.4. 


2. Activities designed for conservation of soil, water, plants and wildlife. 


3. Outdoor recreation, nature study, boating, fishing and hunting where otherwise 
legally permitted. 


4. Normal operation and maintenance of existing water bodies and dams, splash 
boards and other water control, supply and conservation devices. 


5. Foot, bicycle, and/or horse paths and bridges. 


6. Maintenance, repair, alterations of and additions to any existing structure in 
compliance with provisions of |.4.c and 1|.5.a.2. 


Farming, gardening, nursery, forestry, harvesting and grazing provided that 
fertilizers, herbicides, pesticides, manure and other leachables are used 
appropriately in compliance with all local, state and federal regulations at levels 
that will not cause groundwater contamination and are stored under shelter. 


b. Prohibited Uses 


The following uses are prohibited in the Aquifer Protection District except where permitted 
to continue as a non-conforming use:

3. 
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Disposal of solid waste other than brush or stumps. 
Storage and disposal of hazardous waste. 
Disposal of liquid or leachable wastes except as allowed in Section I.4.a. 


Subsurface storage of petroleum, other refined petroleum products, and toxic or 
hazardous materials. 


Industrial uses which discharge process waters on-site. 


Use of salt on parking areas, storage of road salt or other de-icing chemicals, use of 
salt on roads in this District shall be minimized. 


Dumping of snow containing de-icing chemicals brought from outside the district. 
Animal feedlots. 

Automotive service and repair shops, junk and salvage yards. 

Waste injection wells. 


Excavating and mining of land except where incidental to a permitted use. Note 
that RSA-155-E expressly provides that sand and gravel excavations should be 
prohibited where such activities would substantially damage a known aquifer. 


c. Recharge Requirements 


Impervious surfaces within the Aquifer Protection District shall be kept to a minimum. 
Paving requirements for underlying districts may be exempted by the Planning Board. 


1.5. DESIGN AND OPERATIONS GUIDELINES 


The following design and operation guidelines shall be observed within the Aquifer 
Protection District: 


a. 
Le 


Commercial and Industrial Facilities: 


Safeguards - Provisions shall be made to protect against toxic or hazardous 
materials discharge or loss resulting from corrosion, accidental damage, spillage, 
or vandalism through measures such as: spill control provisions in the vicinity of 
chemical or fuel delivery points, secured storage areas for toxic or hazardous 
materials, and indoor storage provisions for corrodable or dissolvable materials. 


For operations which allow the evaporation of toxic or hazardous materials into the 
interiors of any structures, a closed vapor recovery system shall be provided for 
each such structure to prevent discharge of contaminated condensate into the 
groundwater. 


Drainage - All runoff from impervious surfaces shall be recharged on the site and 
diverted toward areas covered with vegetation for surface infiltration to the extent 


possible. Dry wells shall be used only where other methods are not feasible and 


shall be preceded by oil, grease, and sediment traps to facilitate removal of 


contaminants. 


3. Inspection - All commercial and industrial facilities shall be subject to twice annual 
inspections by the Building Inspector or other agent designated by the Selectmen. 
The purpose of these inspections is to ensure continued compliance with the 
conditions under which approvals were granted. A fee for inspection shall be 
charged to the owner according to a fee schedule determined by the Board of 
Selectmen. 


4. Location - Where the premises are partially outside of the Aquifer Protection 
District Overlay Zone, potential pollution sources such as on-site waste disposal 
systems shall be located outside the Zone to the extent feasible. 


1.6. NON-CONFORMING USES 


Any non-conforming use may continue and may be maintained, repaired and improved, 
unless such use is determined to be a hazard to public health and safety and a detriment to 
water quality. No non-conforming use may be expanded (except residential uses such as 
indicated in |.4.a.6.), changed to another non-conforming use, or renewed after it has been 
discontinued for a period of 12 months or more.

"CONFLICTS OF INTEREST DEFINED AND REGULATED 
The Town of Windham, New Hampshire, pursuant to RSA 31:39-a ordains as follows: 


|. Declaration of Policy. Where government is based on the consent of the governed, every 
citizen is entitled to have complete confidence in the integrity of that government. Each local 
officer/employee of the Town, whether elected or appointed, including paid or unpaid 
members of various Town boards, commissions, committees or agencies (hereinafter referred 
to as "Town Official”), must earn and honor that trust by his or her conduct in all official 
actions. It is the purpose of this ordinance to ensure fair consideration of any application or 
matter to be voted upon, and also to ensure the appearance of fair consideration so as to 
maintain public confidence in the integrity of Town government. 


Il. Categories for Disqualification. A Town Official shall be disqualified to act on a matter 
before a Town board, commission, committee or agency (hereinafter called the” Town Board”) 
because of a conflict of interest as follows: . 


A. Financial Interest: When the Town Official has a direct personal financial 
interest ina matter before the Town Board. Such interest includes, but is not limited 
to, an ownership interest, a mortgage interest, a creditor or debtor interest or 
relationship. 


B. Related by Blood or Marriage: When the Town Official is directly related by 
blood or by marriage to the person requesting action, or opposing action ona 
matter before the Town Board. Directly related shall mean spouse, parent, child, 
brother, sister, uncle, aunt, niece, nephew, grandparent or grandchild. 


C. Employment Relationship: When the Town Official, or a member of the 
Town Official’s family (family shall mean husband, wife or child) has an 
employment relationship with the person requesting action or opposing action on 
a matter before the Town Board. 


D. Abutter: When the Town Official is an abutter to the land which is the subject 
matter of action requested or to be taken by the Town Board. 


One or more of the above grounds for disqualification may apply, for example, 
relationship by blood or marriage to an abutter. 


Ill. Disclosure. A Town Official shall be under a duty to disclose that a conflict of interest, 
as defined in Section II above, exists when a matter is before the Town Board of which the Town 
Official is a member or participant. Thereafter, the Town Official shall withdraw from the Town 
Board considering such matter, shall not sit with the remainder of the Town Board, shall not 
participate in any deliberation sessions on such matter and shall not vote on such matter. The 
Town Official may remain in the room where the Town Board is meeting, and may participate i in 
the discussion but only as a member of the general public. 


IV. Challenge Procedure. 


a. Any person may inquire into the possible conflict of interest of any Town Official on 
any matter requiring official action, stating the grounds for the inquiry. 


b. Such challenged Town Official shall be obligated to inform the person if any conflict 
of interest exists. 


c. If the person making the inquiry is not satisfied with the challenged Town Official’s 
response, he may require the presiding officer of the Town Board (in the case of a town 
employee, Town Board” shall mean the appointing board) to call for a vote as to whether or 
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not the challenged Town Official shall be disqualified to take the official action. A majority of 
the remaining Town Board members, including alternates, shall determine whether or not the 
challenged Town Official may be allowed to take the official action. 


V. Appeal Proceedings. Appeals under this ordinance shall be governed by RSA 31:39-a. 


Vi. Ordinance Provided to Town Official. Upon taking his position, the Town Official, as 
defined above, shall be furnished by the Town Clerk with a copy of this Ordinance. Each such 
person shall sign a written acknowledgement that he has been provided with such a copy. The 
acknowledgement shall be filed by the Town Clerk with the Town Official’s appointment 
papers. 


Vil. Effective Date. This ordinance shall be effective as of the date of adoption by the 
Windham Town Meeting. Notwithstanding the foregoing, this ordinance shall exemptaffected 
Town Officials who are in office or employed by the Town atthe time this ordinance is adopted 
for a period of ninety (90) days.”

Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate asum of money for the 
Police Department. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money for 
Dispatching. 


ARTICLE 29. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money not to 
exceed $60,000.00 for the purpose of purchasing a new ambulance for the Windham Fire 
Department. 


ARTICLE 30. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate asum of money for the 
Fire Department. 


ARTICLE31. Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money for Civil 
Defense. 


ARTICLE 32. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate asum of money for the 
Building Department. 


ARTICLE 33. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200,000.00 
for Improvements to Town Roads. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money for 
General Maintenance of Town Highways, Streets and Bridges. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of money for 
Street Lighting. 


ARTICLE 36. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate asum of money for the 
Engineering Department. 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to rescind voter action at the 1985 Town 
Meeting on Articles 19 and 37 which authorized the withdrawal of $25,000.00 for Town Hall 
Renovations and $15,000.00 for Disposal Site Recycling Containers from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Fund for said purposes. Said action will return these monies to the Federal Revenue

LIBRARY REPORT 


Increased use of the library and additional services made 1986 a banner year at the Nesmith 
Library. Circulation (the number of items taken out from the library) increased by 11.5% over 
1985's figure of 40,805. 1986's total of 45,657 was an increase of 4852 items. Of note, 541 new 
borrowers registered with the library. 


This year, there were changes in our Library “team”. Mrs. Carolyn Shea, our children’s 
library assistant, left the Nesmith Library to join the school library staff at Windham Middle 
School. Carolyn’s enthusiasm and dedication to children’s library work will be missed. 


We were pleased to have Diane Mayr join our staff in the fall. Diane will coordinate our 
children’s programming and continue to improve our children’s offerings. 


Many library patrons were pleased this fall to find former staff member, Doris Fogelman, 
behind our circulation desk once again. Doris assisted us through the fall ona temporary basis. 


The remainder of our staff in 1986 included Nancy Berry, Asst. Director, William Call, Alberta 
Corvi, and Kim Root, Library Assistants, and Carl Heidenblad, Director. 


A major goal for 1986 was to continue to improve our programs and to increase the skills of 
our staff. Staff members have taken courses offered through the New Hampshire State Library 
and the School of Life Long Learning at UNH. Classes taken included cataloging, audiovisuals, 
and children’s literature. Future classes to be taken will include computer courses and other 
aspects of library techniques. 


The Library began its work with the New Hampshire Automated Information System in 1985. 
The staff have continued to familiarize themselves with this system and it has become a very 
important tool for inter library borrowing. With this computerized system, we can search for 
authors, titles and/or subjects of books through the catalogs of the NH State Library and 
the libraries participating in the system. The State Library has improved the portion of this 
system which indexes state legislation, newspaper articles and government documents (NH). 
Future improvements include indexing of Business NH and other periodicals dealing with 
business in the state of New Hampshire. 


The Library's summer reading programs were very well received this year. 1986's theme; ” Lift 
your spirits with books”, was enjoyed by children ages 6-12, while children ages 3-6 
participated in a reading program with clowns as a theme. 


The children in the "Lift your spirits” club read 2600+ books. Children participating in the 
Clowns” club read 12 books each (with their parents’ assistance.) 


The summer ended with special parties for the children. The 3-6 year olds were treated toa 
clown, and the following day the older children enjoyed the storytelling of Odds Bodkin, a 
talesman well known in New England. 


For both parties the assistance of the Friends of the Library was invaluable, as it would be 
impossible to coordinate food, beverage and crowd control (nearly 100 children each day) 
without much help. 

The library continues to offer its expanded story hour format of six sessions. The library 
offers story hour 3 mornings a week, two sessions (one for children age 3-4, the other for 
children ages 4-5 per morning). 


Adult programs Included: 
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January, 86 - Jazz at the Library, with a group of local musicians, led by David 
Armstrong of Windham. 


March, 86 - Author Bruce McMillan presented a program entitled "Photography and 
Children's Books" at the Library in the evening. This program and reception cappeda 
day long appearance by McMillan at Golden Brook School. This event was sponsored 
jointly by the Friends of the Library and the Windham PTO. 


May, 86 - two events for adults, an investment seminar held during the first part of the 
month, and a program on herbs offered by Lois Perry of the Herb’n Renewal in 
Chester. 


November, 86 - Mr. Robert Peek, Peek Financial Group, Windham, spoke and 
answered many questions concerning the new tax law. 


In 1986, a new group organized under the direction of Carol Doak. This group, the Windham 
Library Quilters, worked through the winter of 1985-86 and produced a beautiful quilt, which 
they named Autumn Leaves. The quilt was then raffled at the Friends of the Library's 
Strawberry Festival. It was the intent of the Library Quilters that the proceeds ($1000.00) be 
used to purchase books for the Nesmith Library, with the stipulation that $500.00 of the books 
purchased be recommended by town residends, and $500.00 of the books purchased be 
recommended by teachers and staff of the Windham School system. 


The Library has received many fine recommendations for purchase, and we have purchased 
and received many of the recommended titles. 


The Library staff and the Library Board of Trustees were pleased to learn that Representative 
Patricia Skinner, member of the Library Board of Trustees, was to be the recipient of the New 
Hampshire Library Trustees Legislator of the Year award. This was awarded in October at the 
NHLTA annual meeting. This award was presented to Representative Skinner by Shirley 
Adamovich, Commissioner of the Department of Libraries, Arts and Historical Resources. 


The Friends of the Library continue their active and generous support. In 1986, the Friends of 
the Library purchased a colonial style sign for the library, benches to be placed outside the 
library, a display case for the library andan Apple lle microcomputer and printer for the library. 
The Applie computer will be made available for public access for both children and adults. 
Additionally, the library and the community continue to benefit from the Friends’ purchase ofa 
microfiche reader/printer purchased late 1985. 


| would like to take this oppurtunity to extend a special thank you to Mrs. Jane Bassett, past 
president, and Mrs. Gail Gumbel, current president, and to the board and membership of the 
Friends of the Library. | am certain that the considerable increase in library use and the 
improvement in library services and offerings has been made possible through the combined 
efforts of a dedicated and supportive Friends of the Library group, a hard working and caring 
Board of Library Trustees, the support of the community, and the dedication of the Library 
staff.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


Wetlands Permit Activity 

The Commission was kept busy responding to many requests for information and advice 
from Town boards, citizens and developers. We reviewed and made recommendations on at 
least 17 dredge and fill applications and violations. 


Town Lands 

We continue to take the position that, in most case, town lands should not be sold. In fact, the 
town should be working to acquire more land for open space and both active and passive 
recreation. As the town grows, land is becoming more scarce and many areas of prime wildlife 
and forest habitat will be lost forever. The Commission is asking for an appropriation of $10,000 
this year for the purpose of hiring someone to doa natural resources inventory of the town with 
special attention to tracts of land which should be protected through acquisition by the town or 
by conservation easements. This is a necessary step in comprehensive planning for open 
space as outlined in the Master Plan. 


We also worked with the Recreation Committee to design a ball field complex on the Nashua 
Road land. 


Water Resources 

We collaborated with the Planning Board to refine the Aquifer Protection Ordinance. Some 
of the controversial sections have been revised or eliminated. While the new proposed 
Ordinance is somewhat less restrictive, we feel it is an adequate and much needed first step 
toward protection of our groundwater resources and hope that the townspeople will support 
the proposed ordinance on voting day. 


We also met with the U.S.G.S. personnel who were doing the field testing and data gathering 
in Windham for the groundwater mapping project. We supplied them with additional 
information and testing sites. 


New Member 

With much regret, we note the resignation of one of our hardest working, longest serving 
members, Margaret Case. She will be missed, but we are happy to report that she’s agreed to 
assist aS an associate member when needed. 


Our new member, Andre Dufour, is now our liaison member to the Planning Board. He was 
appointed as an alternate in November. 


In addition to the appropriation above, we are asking for an operating budget of $1,000 again 
this year.

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RECREATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Windham Recreation Committee’s seventh year was an active one. We continued our 
basic purpose to provide direction and organization to enhance increased recreational 
opportunities for residents of Windham at all age levels, and to carry out any other necessary 
duties and functions requested by the Board of Selectmen. 


During 1986, we continued to offer programs in skiing, basketball, floor hockey, swimming, 
arts and crafts, trips, and many other areas. These activities were enjoyed by an increasing 
number of townspeople. In 1986, the Recreation Committee undertook the project of the 
annual Christmas Tree Lighting. Due to the cooperation of the business community and the 
Windham Fire Department, new lights adorned the town Christmas tree and complex for all to 
enioy during the holiday season. 


We have been very fortunate to have received our second federal grant for expansion of town 
recreational facilities. The Nashua Road Project will be started in the spring of 1987. This is 
possible due to the townspeople’s support at the 1986 Town meeting. 


Our summer programs and beach facilities are being used by more and more families each 
year. These activities provide an outlet for our residents to enjoy the natural resources of 
Cobbetts Pond. This year, over 450 families used the beach. Because of the increasing number 
of families using the beach, a number of well needed improvements were implemented. We will 
continue to improve this area as the use increases. 


This year we are requesting a year-round professional recreation coordinator. Because of 
the growing interest in recreational activities, the time involved in programming has reached a 
point where volunteers cannot provide the services needed to plan and execute a well-rounded 
recreational program as effectively as a year-round professional can. 


Our annual award for Continuing Outstanding Recreational Service to the community was 
presented to James Flynn at Town Meeting. Also, this year, we had a special celebration to 
honor Bob and Lucy Payson. This celebration was to thank them for their many years of 
devotion and service to recreation before they moved to Chester. 


|, along with each member of the Windham Recreation Committee, wish to thank all who have 
assisted us with their support for the 1986 recreational program. We would like to extend a 
special thanks to the Friends of Windham Recreation for all their efforts in helping recreation in 
our town. The Windham Recreation Committee will continue to meet the challenge of 
providing wholesome recreational needs for the residents of Windham.

WINDHAM HISTORICAL COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Searles Chapel on Route 111 has been one of the prime projects of the Windham 
Historical Committee. The Committee prepared the application grant with the Selectmen and 
gained the final acceptance of the Searles Building being listed in the National Historic 
Register, one of the few historic buildings in Windham. 


Last year, further work was done to restore the Searles Building. The Tower Belfry Room and 
stairway were brought back to their original state. Before work could proceed, truckloads of 
debris were removed from the tower area. Work included new flooring, stairway, walls, 
windows and screening replaced and repaired, interior of Tower Room painted and floors 
stained. The bells were taken down while work was in progress and then restrung and hung in 
their proper places. 


The work was done by Gary Carbonneau, with the assistance of Don LeLievre, and the 
painstaking and exacting care in this restoration project was indeed a credit to them and their 
workmanship. 


On December 12, 1986, the building was open to the public to view and hear Selectman 
Elizabeth Dunn, a committee member, play a series of Christmas Carols and other appropriate 
music. Townspeople enjoyed seeing the restoration work and marvelled at the tone of the bells, 
which were hand rung as in 1907. The bells have also been tuned by an expert in the field. 


Restoration and preservation planned for this year by the committee will include the front, 
rear and cellar doors, window over the front door, insulation of the choir loft area, and 
preparation of a storage/workshop area where historic artifacts given to the town can be 
processed and stored. 


The Committee is in the process of establishing a five-year goal, and hopes to have the 
Searles Chapel restored by February 12, 1992, when the Town of Windham will celebrate its 
250th Anniversary of its charter. We are requesting an appropriation of $8,000 for the 
restoration planned in 1987.

The Council has conducted surveys to determine the needs of the senior population. The 
ongoing prime need and concern of Windham Seniors is for some sort of Senior Housing Units.

We encourage dialogue with the private sector, developers and building contractors in the 
hopes that we can get a firm commitment and see results in this much needed area. 


The Rockingham County Nutrition Program has meals at the Center on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays.

Once a month, the Derry Visiting Nurses visit the Senior Center and do health screening and 
blood pressure checks. Crafts and Game groups meet on other days. 


Mary Wallace is a member of the New Hampshire Council on the Aging and keeps the 
Windham Seniors up to date on concerns and issues affecting them. 


There are 21 Retired Senior Volunteer Program participants involved with the Windham 
Senior Center, School Volunteers and the Rockingham Nursing Home.

Each officer or employee of the Town 
must earn and honor that trust in all official actions. The ordinance is intended to ensure fair 
consideration of any application or matter to be voted upon, and to ensure the appearance of 
fair consideration so as to maintain public confidence in the integrity of Town government. 


The Committee, as listed below, researched applicable State statutes, surveyed other towns’ 
Conflict of Interest Ordinances, and received information from the N.H. Municipal Association. 
They then used all these resources to draft an ordinance that best fit the circumstances in 
Windham. The ordinance will appear on the Warrant to be acted on at Town Meeting.

Derry VNA strongly believes that the overall health of any community springs from the health 
of each individual, family, and group within that community. As your community home health 
care agency, Derry VNA is committed to working with you to address the continuum of human 
health concerns in Windham from early childhood health promotion, to helping people 
recuperate at home after an acute episode of illness, to caring for the elderly and handicapped 
in their homes. Our services are designed to build upon individual, family and community 
strengths. 


We are always looking for new ways to integrate our traditional community values with 
continuing changes in human need and services. No other home care agency has these ties 
with your community. We would be delighted to talk with you about your ideas or your needs. 
We currently provide the following services. 


ACUTE CARE SERVICES including nursing, physical therapy, occupational therapy, 
speech therapy, home health aide services, and other specialized services such as 
intravenous therapy. 


DAILY SUPPORT SERVICES including maintenance nursing, home health aide, 
homemaker, respite care, chore services, in home day care, and other specialized 
services. 


HEALTH PROMOTION SERVICES including well child clinics, immunizations, 
expectant parent classes, new born visits, senior health clinics, public screening 
services, worker health, health promotion education, home visits, and other 
community services. 


The total value of all services delivered by Derry VNA in Windham last year was $55,598.36. 
For every dollar allocated by your town to DVNA, town residents received $4.30 worth of 
service. This is one of the highest ratios of allocation to service in our service area. Town 
allocations are used in the following ways. 


Most funding sources (including Medicare, Medicaid, Title XX, block grants, state 
funding, insurance, etc.) are restricted to specific categories of illness, age, income, 
home bound status, time periods, or other restrictions. Increasingly, people who need 
home care services simply do not fit those specific eligibility categories throughout 
the entire period of need. Town funds are used to extend services beyond the 
restrictions of those payment sources. 


Some funding sources (especially Medicare, Medicaid, Title XX, and state funding 
sources) pay only a portion of the total cost of the service. Town funding, special 
grants, and United Way funding are used to subsidize these payment sources. 


And, there are services for which the only payment source is town funding ora 
combination of town funding with special grant funds. Sometimes, town funding is 
used as seed money to get a new service started. 


Only with town funding can an agency provide such a range of services to citizens of 
Windham.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


The 1986-87 session of the Windham School Board was one of the busiest and most 
productive sessions in Windham’s history. 


The new Middle School was completed on time and opened in November at a bid cost of 
$2,510,962 which was well within the monies appropriated by the voters for the project. The 
administration, faculty, and students made an extremely efficient shift of personnel and 
instructional materials from the St. Matthew Center and Center School facilities to the new 
building. 


The space vacated at the Center School has allowed the Board to establish in-district Special 
Needs Programs for some students providing a healthy hometown environment for students 
who were once sent out of district away from neighborhood companions and support. This has 
cost less than previous placement and will continue as long as space is available. Special 
Needs costs continue to increase budget demands and more ways of providing in-district 
services must be sought. 


The Board’s negotiated two year contract with the Windham Education Association was 
accepted at the March 1986 District Meeting. Windham salaries are now competitive with 
surrounding districts. The issues of accountability and curriculum development can now be 
clearly addressed by the district. 


Students continue to do well on the State’s Standardized testing. The Board was very 
pleased with the results and hopes that the improved educational facility situation will boost 
the achievement levels even higher in some areas. 


Throughout the year, the Board has been revising the District Policy Manual. Increased 
growth in educational responsibility areas and new legal decisions necessitated the revision 
and update which is in its final stages and will be completed by the 1987 District Meeting on 
March 17, 1987. 


Windham and southern New Hampshire continue on a rapid growth curve. Preparing forthe 
projected student population, Pinkerton Academy has committed itself to an ambitious 
building program to accomodate a maximum student population of 2800. Their initial figures 
had caused them to decline to renegotiate a new contract with Windham to educate our high 
school students beyond 1992. The Board was then forced to review every option available. 
After many inquiries and meetings, a Public Hearing was held in “!avember to inform the public 
of the options. The Salem School District was the only viable option for the Windham students 
until mid-December when Pinkerton Academy reversed its decision and offered to re-negotiate 
a limited contract which would end after the 1995-96 school year. Pinkerton was willing to 
gamble that the population would not exceed 2800 until then and it would be in both their best 
interests and Windham’s to continue a relationship. At the end of this period, it is understood 
that Windham is the sending district most likely to be forced out. Each sending district will be 
negotiating its own contract iength, but the basic terms and conditions will be the same for all 
districts. 


Windham is now faced with a temporary solution to educating a growing high school 
population whether we choose to remain at Pinkerton or shift over to Salem. Costs for a new 
high school facility at this time are estimated conservatively at 11 million dollars and could 
exceed 20 million by the end of a new contract with Pinkerton Academy or Salem. The 
Windham School District would be well advised to prepare for the future now by bringing all the 
existing facilities and programs up to maximum efficiency so that future building committees 
will only have to deal with planning and bonding a new high school facility which complement 
the elementary and middle school programs rather than being faced with an extensive and

burdensome updating of the entire educational system should the town be forced to build on 
short notice as the contract expires. 


Windham is a community of families. The Board has recognized and outlined the needs of 
this community and has been preparing to meet them. The community can manage its growth 
and potential if we, as individual citizens, are willing to provide the necessary support.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board and Citizens of Windham: 


It is with pleasure that | submit, to you, my twelfth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


The obvious highlight of this past year was the building and opening of the Middle School. 
The formal dedication and open house on November 16, 1986 acknowledged the many 
significant contributions which have been made by the people of the school district, including 
the members of the School Board, building committees, both past and present, and the 
members of the management team. To date, we have had visits by personnel from the State 
Department of Education as well as several other school officials from surrounding school 
districts. In each instance, we have received positive commentary regarding the quality of the 
construction, efficiency and use of the building. Justifiably, the Town of Windham can be 
extremely proud of this outstanding accomplishment. 


Now that Center School is housing only the fifth and sixth grade students, the district has 
gained a certain amount of flexibility which ultimately has increased the opportunities to 
improve our art, music, physical education and special education programs. Considering these 
factors, we have been able to create an extremely positive and controlled learning environment 
for our lower middle school students. One other auxilliary benefit of the revised housing 
pattern has been the elimination of the physical stress placed on Center School because of the 
previous overcrowded conditions. 


Meanwhile, the Golden Brook School continues to present itself as a landmark school in New 
Hampshire regarding academic achievement. This is evidenced by the excellent results that 
our students have attained on the state-wide achievement testing program. Additionally, 
special commendations are merited for Elaine Corrigan, teacher, and her students in the gifted 
program who represented not only Windham but the State of New Hampshire in the National 
Olympics of the Mind competition in Arizona this past spring. . 


As | look to the future, | must candidly express my concerns over the problem of how 
Windham will provide schooling for its secondary students. To date, we have been most 
fortunate to be able to reap the benefits of a long-term tuition contract with Pinkerton 
Academy. However, the end of that relationship is in sight. Many residents are aware that the 
Board and | have been discussing various solutions to this problem with representatives from 
Pinkerton Academy, Salem and Pelham. At every turn, the solution presented has been merely 
short-term and never addresses the issue of local responsibility and self-determination. The 
long-term goal for Windham shouid be the construction and operation of its own high school. It 
is time for open and frank discussion to begin regarding this option in order to prevent crises 
management in the very near future. 


Nevertheless, circumstances did change dramatically in December when officials from 
Pinkerton Academy reversed a previous decision not to offer a contract renewal to Windham 
after 1992. We were subsequently informed that Pinkerton Academy could provide Windham 
an extension through 1995-96. It was noted that this was possible after a re-examination of their 
enrollment projections wherein it was concluded that, for a limited time period, Pinkerton 
Academy could accomodate a total student population of 2800-2900 students. 


As a consequence, the Board voted to accept this offer as it represents the most efficient, 
economical and least disruptive choice while providing Windham with additional time to 
examine whether or notit will choose to have its’ own high school. Therefore, the Board will ask 
the voters to approve a contract extension with Pinkerton Academy which will definitely 
conclude in 1995-96. 
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Turning to other issues, | wish to inform the community of the progress we have made inthe 
development of our own in-district special education programs. Not only are these programs 
cost effective when compared to out-of-district placements, but they are also beneficial to the 
enrolled students, our other students attending the Center School and the parents of these 
students who need to know that we can effectively help their children to learn and adjust in 
town rather than some distant location. Although much progress has been made, the total 
special education population continues to expand as our general population has increased. 
Nevertheless, we willingly accept this challenge and remain committed to local program 
development when and wherever possible. 


The community support which the schools enjoy has not diminished during this past year. 
Not only have our regular instructional programs and personnel benefitted by your support, 
but so too have our extra-curricular activities. The many fund raising activities which were 
conducted for the support of the Olympics of the Mind trip, the sixth grade science/nature 
education camp at Cape Cod, the promotion of the music department as well as several other 
school and class activities are some of the examples of which we are truly appreciative. It is 
because of this support that we are able to provide some of the extras, which otherwise might 
not happen. 


At this time, | would like to recognize the many parent volunteers at Golden Brook, who 
unselfishly give of their time and effort on behalf of our elementary students. To the 
instructional staff and leadership group, | extend my thanks for a job well done and encourage 
you to sustain your outstanding efforts. To the members of the School Board, | remain grateful 
for their guidance, cooperation, and leadership during an extremely busy time in our history. 
Indeed, it has been a pleasure to work and serve all of you in this most important mission of 
educating our children.

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SCHOOL COUNSELOR'S REPORT 


As the Counselors at Golden Brook, Center School and the Middle School, we take this 
opportunity to present an overview of our role in the school system with an emphasis on our 
1985-86 activities. Academic performance is integrally related to the social, physical and 
emotional changes of student development. 


At Golden Brook, Ms. Tona Buros left in September, 1986 to move to Massachusetts to 
pursue a career as an Associate School Psychologist. She had been School Counselor in the 
Windham School District for the past five years. In October, Mrs. Jo-Anne Kaplan joined the 
District as School Counselor for the Golden Brook School. School Counselor for the Middle 
School and Center School, Mrs. Christa Herrick was invited and accepted into Who Is Who 
Among Human Services Professionals 1986. 


Since student enrollment has increased significantly in Windham, the major portion of our 
time is spent counseling students on an individual basis including crisis intervention regarding 
school, peer and home problems. We are responsible for approximately 550 students each. 
When students are seen on a regular basis, parents are aware of and become part of the 
treatment process. Whenever more intensive or family therapy is indicated, we readily refer 
parents to outside agencies. In such instances, we function as liasons between the private 
agency and the school upon the parents’ request. 


Throughout the year, we meet with parents and/or teachers concerning students and their 
problems. Consultation with teachers and administrators is an ongoing process. We are both 
an active part of the Special Education teams at our respective schools. As team members, we 
participate in all meetings, conduct student observations, administer counseling assessments, 
and make recommendations to parents and staff. We also take an active role in the transition of 
students to Center School from Golden Brook, to the Middle School from Center School, and 
to Pinkerton Academy from the Middle School. 


At Golden Brook School, whole class activities were presented. Subjects included 
developing an understanding of self and others, magic circle, feelings and values clarification. 
At Center School, class activities included stress management, and small group activities 
centered around divorce, peer support and suicide prevention. A special effort was made to 
integrate new students atall three schools. We initiate small groups concerning different family 
or developmental issues as another counseling technique. 


As counselors in the school system, our services are often indirect and difficult to quantify. 
We feel that our 1985-86 year was successful based on the number of students and families 
serviced and the quality of time with both problems and prevention. It has been our experience 
that the positive, preventive aspects of guidance and counseling can have long-term effects on 
student attitudes, knowledge, and decision-making, leading them to effective study skills, 
good citizenship, and greater productivity. As school counselors, we are able to work with 
students fostering mutual respect, cooperation, responsibility and self-reliance.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


The 1985-86 school year was highlighted by several outstanding achievements by our 
students at Golden Brook School. The State of New Hampshire required all fourth grade 
students throughout the entire state to take the California Achievement Test. Our fourth 
graders scored the fourth highest in the state, with a total battery score of the 84th percentile in 
Reading, Mathematics and Language. 


| was very proud of the students in our gifted/enrichment program. Under the direction of 
teacher, Elaine Corrigan, seven students (Timmy Brink, Michael Broderick, Sarah Haag, Amy 
MacDonald, Kathy Newcomb, Teddy Prizio and Nicole St. Jean) were chosen to represent 
Golden Brook School in the Olympics of the Mind Competition. These students placed first in 
the State finals, and represented Windham and the State of New Hampshire in the World Finals 
held in Flagstaff, Arizona. Our team placed eighth in the History Category of the competition in 
Arizona. This was the highest a New Hampshire team has ever finished. 


Golden Brook was visited by members from the State Department of Education for the 
purpose of evaluating our school program in relation to required state standards. We received 
several very favorable comments about our school and received an approval rating of I-B, the 
highest you can obtain without a public kindergarten. We met all 27 standards set by the state 
for a fully approved elementary school without any discrepancies. 


We have seven new teachers at Golden Brook this year. |am very pleased that we were able to 
hire a fine group of professionals. They are energetic and very dedicated staff members, who 
will help us to maintain the quality by which we have come to expect. 


The P.T.O. was very helpful in raising money to assist with the new playground equipment. It 
has become very popular with our students. Also, the P.T.O. has taken the responsibility of 
coordinating our student safety call-in program. This program continues to be most effective. | 
would like to thank the many school volunteers who donate their time to the school and 
students, along with members of the P.T.O. for their help this past year. It has been a very 
productive year in many ways. 


Finally, | would like to thank the School Administrative Unit #28 staff, the Windham School 
Board, and the citizens of Windham for their support of their public elementary school.

Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


The staff of Windham Center School and St. Matthew’s Annex looked forward to the 
completion of the Windham Middle School. As is most evident, housing the seventh and eighth 
grade in the new facility provides student in grades 6-8 with more space and more educational 
opportunities. Again, the Middle School will have two science laboratories, a music room, and 
an art room. These are instruction areas that we have not had at Center School. In addition, two 
special education rooms, a library, ten classrooms, well equipped locker rooms, and a larger 
gymnasium to provide us with the space necessary to properly educate students at this grade 
level. 


As of November 1986, our fifth grade students were no longer housed at St. Matthew's 
Annex. For the past six years we have enjoyed an excellent relationship with the Parish. We 
wish to thank the members of the St. Matthew’s community for their sustained support of the 
young people of Windham Public Schools. 


Center School will house grades five and six and will have the space to accomodate a music 
room, an art room, and classroom space for our expandirig special education programs. Under 
the leadership of Blake Richards, Assistant Principal, the staff and students are taking full 
advantage of the flexible space and improved programs. 


The State mandated California Achievement tests were administered to our grade eight 
students for the first time this year and we are pleased to report that Windham students scored 
significantly above the national and state averages, where we were in the top twelve schools on 
the total battery score. Information from the results of the test and from our own accountability 
tests will be used to further improve our instructional programs. 


Student participation in extra-curricular activities continues to increase. The numbers of 
students involved with beginning band, band, chorus, and school plays is very impressive. 
Involvement in after school activities related to sports has also increased. We are very pleased 
with the quality and achievements of these programs and most especially the high student 
interest. 


| would like to thank those responsible for helping our system grow and improve; the School 
Board, the Superintendent and his staff, the P.T.O., our dedicated staff, and the citizens of 
Windham. Quality education is the result of a cooperative effort between the schools and the 
community. Together our efforts will continue to benefit the young people of Windham.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. LaBranche: 


Special education in Windham has continued to make positive progress. New programs have 
been developed, and continuing education of staff members has been a major focus during the 
1986-87 school year. 


A new self-contained class was developed for students with mild intellectual handicaps and 
who had previously received their education in out-of-district placements. This class, 
consisting of students in the 6-10 year old age range, has as its focus functional academics, 
language development, socialization, and self-care skills. The youngsters in the program are 
enjoying interacting on a daily basis with the students in the fifth and sixth grades, and 
arrangements have been made for weekly mainstreaming activities with the younger children 
at Golden Brook School, as well. 


With the opening of the new Middle School, an additional resource teacher was hired by the 
district. She is servicing the grade five and six students, providing supplemental services in all 
academic areas, as determined by Individual Education Plans. The structured resource 
program, for students requiring a more behaviorally directed approach, continues to be 
available at this level, also. Golden Brook has continued with three resource programs for the 
students in grades readiness through four; Center School has one program for those in grades 
seven and eight. 


Money received through P.L. 94:142 has been allocated toward two teacher aides, one atthe 
Middle School and one at the Preschool Language Development Program. These aides are 
used for instructional purposes, allowing for reduced student-teacher ratios and increased 
amounts of direct instruction time. In addition, speech therapy services for the preschoolers 
are provided through the federal entitlement funds. 


The Chapter | program is continuing to meet the needs of students requiring reinforcement 
in reading and math. Students in grades 1-4 are serviced by two part-time staff members. One 
full time teacher works with the eligible students in both Middle and Center Schools. As this is 
the third year of the three-year cycle, a needs assessment is now in progress in order to 
determine future directions for Chapter |. 


Windham has an excellent group of experienced special educators. This year, a series of 
workshops has been offered to update assessment skills and assist in the coordination of the 
special services team process. Interest and participation in their on-going self-improvement 
activities on the part of the teachers has been very high, in large part due to the strong support 
and encouragement offered by parents, teachers and administrators. | would like to thank 
them, as well as the Windham School Board, Mr. LaBranche, and Mr. Kaffel for their continued 
efforts on behalf of our specia! education students.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSES 


Dear Members of the School Board, Mr. LaBranche and Residents of Windham: 


We have carried on the nursing duties at Center (including Center Annex) and Golden Brook 
Schools throughout this year in a similar manner and with the same philosophy as in previous 
years. That is, to insure that each student functions as close as possible to his/her optimal 
wellness. 


Despite an increasing enrollment, we have been able to carry out the following school wide 
screenings; hearing and vision, scoliosis (grades 5 through 8), blood pressure, height and 
weight and a program of pediculosis control. We have found the number of referrals made from 
these screenings has increased, reflecting the increase of the general school population. 


As in the past, all school health records, including immunization records, are reviewed 
yearly. 


Both nurses continue to function monitoring the health of students referred to the Special 
Services Team. 


Health education is conducted as a formalized program at Center School and in an informal 
way at both schools, as the need arises. 


We look forward to the opening of the new Middle School in the fall and to the addition of our 
newest team member, Nancy Shea.

As 
part of our examination, we made a study and evaluation of the internal control systems, 
including applicable internal administrative controls, used in administering Federal financial 
assistance programs to the extent we considered necessary to evaluate the systems as 
required by generally accepted auditing standards, the standards for financial and compliance 
audits contained in the Standards for Audit of Governmental Organizations, Programs, 
Activities, and Functions, issued by the U.S. General Accounting Office, the Single Audit Act of 
1984, and the provisions of OMB Circular A-128, Audits of State and Local Governments. For 
the purpose of this report, we have Classified the significant internal accounting and 
administrative controls used in administering Federal financial assistance programs in the 
following categories:

The management of the Windham School District is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining internal control systems used in administering Federal financial assistance 
programs. In fulfilling that responsibility, estimates and judgments by management are 
required to assess the expected benefits and related costs of control procedures. The 
objectives of internal control systems used in administering Federal financial assistance 
programs are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that, with 
respect to Federal financial assistance programs, resource use is consistent with laws, 
regulations, and policies; resources are safeguarded against waste, loss, and misuse; and 
reliable data are obtained, maintained, and fairly disclosed in reports. 


Because of inherent limitations in any system of internal accounting and administrative 
controls used in administering Federal financial assistance programs, errors or irregularities 
may nevertheless occur and not be detected.

occur, determining the internal control procedures that should prevent or detect such errors 
and irregularities, determining whether the necessary procedures are prescribed and are being 
followed satisfactorily, and evaluating any weaknesses. 


With respect to the internal control systems used solely in administering the nonmajor 
Federal financial assistance programs of the Windham School District, our study and 
evaluation was limited to a preliminary review of the systems to obtain an understanding of the 
control environment and the flow of transactions through the accounting system. Our study 
and evaluation of the internal control systems used solely in administering the nonmajor 
Federal financial assistance programs of the Windham School District did not extend beyond 
this preliminary review phase. 


Our study and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to express an opinion on 
the internal control systems used in administering the Federal financial assistance programs of 
the Windham School District. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the internal 
control systems used in administering the Federal financial assistance programs of the 
Windham School District. Further, we do not express an opinion on the internal control 
systems used in administering the major Federal financial assistance programs of the 
Windham School District. 


Also, our examination, made in accordance with the standards mentioned above, would not 
necessarily disclose material weaknesses in the internal control systems used solely in 
administering nonmajor Federal financial assistance programs. 


However, our study and evaluation and our examination disclosed no condition that we 
believe to be a material weakness in relation to a Federal financial assistance program. 

This report is intended solely for the use of management and the applicable Federal agencies 
and should not be used for any other purpose. This restriction is not intended to limit the 
distribution of this report, which, upon acceptance by the Windham School District is a matter 
of public record.
